In view of Russia's attitude In world peace 
negotiations, the opposition we are running 
Into on various fronts, and the type of explo- 
sives being tossed about by such Individuals 
OS Henry Wallace, we had better start pulling 
up our pants. 

Those who insist upon believing In fairy 
talcs win probably fall back on some such 
expedient as keeping their fingers crossed.

, vTwo more news items to illustrate the 
'* ;?'efflclcncy" of our recent state legislature; 
.:,;:^t;J. Sun Valley has been Incorporated a 
village. 136 residents of the famed resort sign- 
ing the necessary petition. Obviously this 
came about as a result of the new legislation 
restricting sale of llquor-by-the-drlnk and 
operation of slot machines to Incorporated 
areas after July I, 

2. Legal minds have discovered only one 
of two companion bills on the fee for drivers' 
licenses was passed during the lost session 
of the legislature. One bill provided for in- 
creasing from 60 cents to $1 the charge for 
renewing your driver's license. This bill 
passed. The lawmakers failed to enact a 
companion measure ral-slng to $1 the fee for a 
brand new driver's license. As a result a new 
license costs you 50 cents, but a renewal sets 
you back a buck. 

No. 1 serves as another example of the Joke 
which the legislature buck-passed to every 
Indivlduol community In the state.

Abandoned on the edge of Julia Davis park Is a con- 
crete foundation which was to have been a 110,000 
state museum. 

And yet 8,000 people a year from every slate and 
many foreign lands visit and enjoy Idaho's neglected 
slate museum. A stale that Is progreaslve enough to 
vote a ItOO.OOO appropriation to advertise tourist* tt 
asleep when 11 comes to maintaining one of lU moat 
valuable attractions. 

The alate museum Is the main source ot Information 
for atudents digging Into Idaho's past. It haa some of 
the most Interesting exhlbiu In the west preser\'ed 
from .gold rush days. 

It U closed now because Mrs. Poster resigned twice. 
Once when the new governor look office ao that ha 
lould select a new board ot trustees who would pick a 
historian as U the custom alnce even this ITS a 
month Job Is a political plum. When the governor 
failed to take action. Mn. Foster quit a second time 
and left to make her home In Kansas. 

E. H. Peaaley, a member 6t the prtKn't board at 
truatees, U ready to give up In exasperation after try- 
ing to do a alngle-handed Job ot preserving the 
muaeum. Ha was instrumental in securing a alight 
Increase In the appropriation for the museum at the 
last session of the legislature. But this dldnl help 
consdontioua Mn. p^ier. As a matter of fact, her 
month salary was docked »1B tor the week Iho 
im waa closed. Professor Wells, history teacher at 
the College ot Idaho, spent apare time last lummer 
helping catalogue books and manuscrlpta at the mu- 
aaum.

WASHINQTON — An arouaei 
public opinion aecms to hav< 
checked, for the time at least, one 
ot the rawest graba that has been 
proposed In many a year. Thafww 
to hand over to 
cattle and aheepi 
raUera, for an tn- 
algnltlcant price, 
■ ome -JMOMl) 
acres of 'public 
land, with miner- 
al rights ot an 
unknown valus' 
thrown In as a 
bonus. 

About 30 per : 
cent of all stock- | 
men In the west 
have permits to 

graze their sheep and cattle on the 
public lands administered by the 
17, B. forest service. Ttiey get this 
privilege from the govcnunent 
a rata considerably leu than the 
commercial grazing rat«. 

Sensing what they believed to be 
a drift back to the political Ice age, 
these stockmen decided to Improve 
on this situation. They would take 
over the lands outright and then 
they could turn loose as many cat- 
tle and aheep aa they aaw tit. It that 
destroyed the water iupply and 
■tarted large areas of the west on 
the way to becoming desert, then 
future generations' would havi 
worry about that. 

An organization called the Joint 
livestock committee on public lands 
started a high-powered drive. And 
what was the line they took? Why, 
ready-made lor them. Fed- 
eral ownership or control ot land, 
said the propagandists tor the 
stockmen. Is a form of communism 
and therefore It Is wicked and un- 
American. 

Shades ot Theodore Roosevelt and 
Ol/tord PInrhot. Federal admlnJ- 
itratlon of public lands was the 
heart and soul of TH's conserva- 
tion program. It was this program, 
pushed with all the drama and the 
vigor of Teddy's passionate spirit, 
that saved the Inst of the American 
heritage. This summer thousands 
upon thousands ot Americans who 
visit the natloruil perks and the 
wUdemess areas- will have reason 
to be grateful to those who fought 
the conservation battle. 

Public reaction to the stockmen's 
little deal was Immediate and vio- 
lent Organised sportsmen and con- 
■ervatlonlsts passed resolutions, 
Newspapers condemned It, The 
hard-hitting Denver Post said: 
"The Issue of private enterprise 
federal control is a smoke 
raised to hide the most 
colossal land grab ever attempted 
in American history." 

In spite of the propaRnndn bulld- 
1, no bill has ever been Introduced 
In congress which would authorize 
the sale ot the land to those stock- 
now have grazing rlRhtB, 
This would, of course, freeze out all 
■eternna and anyone else who does 
not happen to be fortunnt^ enough 
to hold a grazing permit at the 
present time. 

While this deal may have been 
too raw to get through conEres-i, 
this docs not mean that organized

stockmen have given up the effort 
to Kale down forest service restric- 
tions. There are indirect means to 
achieve the aama end, which Is to 
graze tnan and more animals on | 
Uie pubUe land. Wa hI7e 

One way Is to cut down the appro- 
priation for the forest service, which 
Is In tlie department ot agriculture. 
Forest service regulation must be 
enforced by trained men who know 
proper land use. If 'you cut the ap- 
propristlon tor the service , and 
thereby cut down the number ot 
men employed, you Invite whole- 
sale violation of the grazing regu- 
latloiu. You are asking for trouble 
m a part of the world where i 
proper balance between water sup' 
ply and land use Is essentlol to life. 

The technique of tmdermlnlng a 
law by cutting an appropriation la 
being pushed a long way in this con- 
gress. It Is the device of those who 
cannot schleve their ends honeatly 
and openly by direct leglalstlon.
